The  flowers  are  about  2  to  3  inches 
across  and  the  colors  are  most  striking,  from  pure  white  to  golden  yellow  and  orange  and  from  light 
pink  to  deep  carmine  red  and  purple.  They  should  be  set  about  18  inches  apart  in  beds  in  June, 
either  in  the  border  or  solid  beds.
